ſence; for being Nature doth nothing in 


' they were made for the uſe of ſeed and 
F procreation and fixed in their proper pla- 
ces, both the Teſticles and Receptacles of 


Seed, whoſe nature and force is to operate, 


and afford fruitful vertue to the Seed : Gt 
. to prove this, there needs: no ſtronger 
Argument ( iay they ) than that, if a wo, 
man do not uſe -Copulation to eject her 
Seed, ſhe oftentimes falls into ſtrange Diſ- 


eaſes, as appears by young Widows and 
Virgins, A ſecond reaſon they urge, that 
although the ſociety of a lawful Bed conſiſt 
not Altogether in theſe things, yet it is ap- 
parent, that the Female Sex is not better 
won, and appear more blith and jocund, 


than when they are often ſatisfied this way; 


which is an inducement to believe that they 


have greater plcaſure, and receive more 
content than a man : For ſince by Nature 
much delight accompanies the ejection by 
breaking forth of the ſwellisg Spirit, and 
the ſtifineſs of the Nerves, in which caſe

And refers the d.ucrence of the Sex 
to the influence of menſ}rual Elocd ; but 
the reaſon of the likeneſs he attributes to 
the force of the Secd ; for as Flants receive 
more from ſruitful ground than from the 
induſtry of the Eusbarcman, fo ike Infant 
in more abundance receives from tiie Mc- 
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ther than the Father; for firſt, the Seed 
. ofbothis heaped acd foltered inthe Womb, 
and there grows to perfection, bung 
nouriſh. d with blood, ind hence they 


will have it, that Ct i!dren for the moſt part . 


effe&t their Mothers beſt, for it proceeds 
from the nearneis of rature by a natural 


mſtinct, becauſe the Mothers forces were 
| moſt 
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and ſometimes 1o, ſhe nouriſheth the 
Child with her prreſt Blood, then her love 
towards it newly born, and the likelinels 
do clearly demonſtrate, that the Woman 
affordeth Seed, and that Women do con- 
tribure more towards making the Child 
than Men. Burt in all this, the ancients 
were very much in an Eircr, For the Te- 
ſticles (ſo called) in' Women, do not aftord 


any cecd, but are true Eggs anulngous to 


thoſe of Fowls and other Creatures ; nEl- 
ther have they any ſuch Office as thoſe of 


Men, but are udecd an Qyarium, wherein - 


thele Eggs are novriſhed bY the Sanguine- 
ry Vellels di'pcried through them,and from 
whence one or more (as they are fecur.da- 
ted by the Mans »eed teparaced and are con- 
vey 'd into the womb by the Ow; duces, The 
'Truth of this 1; plain, for if you boil them 
their Liquor wiil have the ſame Colour,

Birds Eggs, toiay that they want thells, is 
nothing at all; for che Eggs of Fowls,

natural and common. T'& Ancient Phy- 
ſicians and Philoſophers ſay that ſince 
there are two Principles, out 'of which the

their ignorance in Anatomyzhas led them m-

of Infants, he affirmeth, That if it be a | 
Male, and he be perfe& on the thirtieth 
day, move at the fixtieth, he will come 
forth at the ſeventh Month ; but if he be 
perfectly formed on the 35th day, he will 
move on the 7oth, and be born in the 8th 
Month. -. Again, if he be perfectly formed 
on the 45th day, he will move on the goth 
day, and be born in the Ninth Month. 
Now from theſe paſſings of days and 
months, .it plainly appears, that the day 
of Forming being doubled, makes up the | 
day of moving ; and that day three times $ 
reckoned, makes up the day of Birth. 
As for example, where 35 perfect the 


Form, if you double it, it makes 70 ; = 
ay.

HE former of theſe ill conveniencies 

is too apparent in Virgins, eſpecially 
ſuch as are of a Flegmatick Complexion, 
evidently ſhewing it ſelf by diſcolouring 
the Face, in making it look green, pale, 
or of a dusky yellow, which proceeds from 
raw undigeſted - humours, nor only doth 
it appear to the Eye, but ſenſibly afflicts 
ſuch as it poſſeſſes, with difficulty of breath- 
ings, Pains in the Head, Talpitation of the 
Heart, unuſual beatings and ſmall-chrob- 
ings of the Arteries in the "Temples, Neck 
and : Back, many times caſting them into

Another matter is note worthy, viz, If 
the Secundines be far advanced, ſo that it - 
cannot be put back, and the Child follow 
it cloſe, then. are the Secundines to be ta- 
ken forth with much care, as ſwift as may 
be,and laid aſide without cutting the eitrail 
that is faſtned to them, for by that you 
may be guided to the Infant, ti.e which 
whether alive or dead, muſt be drawn forth 
by the Feet with all Expedition ; tho! it is 
not to be ated, unleſs in caſe of great ne- 
ceſlity, for in other caſes the Secundine 
ought to come laſt,

When it happens that the Child preſſes 
forward with one Arm extended upon the 
Thighs, and the other elevated over his 
Head, the Feet likewiſe ſtretched out at

fength in the Womb, the Midwife in ſuch 

a poſture muſt not attempt to receive the 

Child, but muſt lay the woman upon the 

Bed in the manner often before recited, 

making a ſoft and gentle compreſſion upon 

her Belly, to oblige the Infant to retire : 
and if on its own accord it retire not, then - 
muſt the Midwife thruſt it back by the 
Shoulders, and bring the Arm that was 
ſtretched above the Head to its right place, 
for certain it is the moſt dangerous in theſe 
Extremities: in this therefore the Mid- 
wife ought to take more care herein than 
ordinary. And firſt, She muſt obſerve well 
to anoint her Hands, then the Womb of

her Belly : and in ſo doing, the dilation

2nd diſorder, leſt by to doing evil Hu- 
mours be ſtayed or contratted into the 


 Breait; wherefore 12 hours ought to be 


the leaſt ſpace allowed for the Circulation 
and ſettlement of the Blood, and what was 
caſt upon tbe Lungs by the vehement Agi- 
tation during the Labour, toretire to its 
proper Receptacles.

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of a pint of White-wine, an ounce of Oy 
of St. Fobns- wort, as much of the Oyl of - 
Roſes, Plantain and Roſe-water, of each 
one ounce, bray them together, fold a lin- 
nen-cloath and dip it therein,, warm it be- 
fore a gentle Fire and apply it to the Breaſt, * 
and the pains of thoſe parcs will be greatly 
caſed. 

Preſent ſleep is not convenient, but above 
four hours after Delivery ſhe may take 
Broath, Eaudle, or what other liquid mat- .' 
ter is nouriſhing, and afterward if ſhe be 
diſpoſed to ſleep, it may. be ſafely permit- 
ted. And this is as much, in caſe of a Na- 
turalBirth,as ought immediately to be done. . 

In caſe of Extremity, or an unnatural 
Birth, theſe Rules ought to be obſerved :. 
In the firſt place, let the Woman keep a 
temperate Diet, by no meansovercharging 
herſelf after ſuch an exceſſive Evacuation ; 
and to ſay true, her Diet muſt be equal to 
that of wounded perſons, not being ruled, 
or giving Credit to unskilful Nurſes, who 
admoniſh them to feed luſty, the better to 
repair the lofs of blood, for that blood is 
not for the moſt part pure, but ſuch as has 
been detained in the Veſſels or Membranes, 
better avoided fur the health of the Wo- 
man than kept, unleſs there happen an ex- 


traordinary Flux of blood ; for if her nou- 
Tiſhe 
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| ciſhment be over-great, it will indanger 


her falling into a Fever, nay more, it will 
increaſe the Milk to ſuperfluity , which 
Curdling, oftentimes turns to Apoſtumes, 
wherefore it is requiſite for the firſt five 
davs eſpecially, that ſhe take moderately 
Fonud:-broath, Poachd Eggs, Gelly of 
(Ciricke:;,s or Calfs-feet, French Barley- 
broath, each day ſomewhat increaſing her 
allowance. If ſhe intend to be Nurſe to 
her Child, ſhe may take a little more than 


| ordinary to increaſe the Milk by degrees, 


which muſt be of no continuance, but drawn 
off either by the Child or otherwiſe, In this 
caſe likewffe let her have Coriander or 
Fennel-Seed boyled in her Barley- broth ; 
but by any means for the time ſpecified let 
her abſtain from Meat. If no Fever trou- 
ble her, ſhe may driak now and then a 
ſmall quantity of White. wine or Claret, as 
alſo Syrup of Maiden- hair or other Syrup 
that is aſtciogent, taking it in a little water 
well boyled : And after the ſuſpicion of a 


Fever, or fear of contraftion of Humours 


in the breaſt, ſhe may be nour:ſhed more 
plentifully with the broath of Pullets, Ca- 
pons, Pidgeons, Mutton, Veal, &xc. which 
muſt not be till after eight days from the 
day of delivery is over, at what time the 


Womb, ynlcſs ſome accident hinder, has _- 
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purged it ſelf; it will then likewiſe be ex- 
pedient to give her cold Meats ſparingly, 
that ſo ſhe may be inabled to gather 
ſtrength, ſhe during the time reſting quiet 


and' free from diſturbance, not ſleeping in* 
the day time if ſhe can avoid it, If there . 


happen any obſtruction in the eyacuation 

of the ”"xcrement, a Glyſter may be ad- 

miniſtred to help the defect, made after the

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Now ſome Children are born of evil con- 
ſtituted Parents, or are defettive thro? the 
evil nouriſhment the Woman has unadvi. 
ſedly taken during her Pregnancy, which 
occaſions the Child to be much afflicted 
with flegmatick Humours, to expel which 
you may lay the Chitd on one ſide, and.
